EMPHASIZES NEED FOR 
MUTUAL GOOD-WILL 


Prince Arthur Presents Haig 
With the Legion’s Royal 
Charter. 


LONDON, May $1. —~ (Canadian 
Press Cable)—In his presidential ud- 
dress at the opening of the annual 
conference of the British Leaion ifn 
Queen's Hall Saturday, Field Marshal 
Haig welcomed Viscount Jellicoe, who 
was present, as a valuable reinforce- 
ment to the legion. He regretted that 
a resolution which was rassed at the 
conference of the Inter-1 lied Federa- 
tion of Ex-service Men tn S ptember 
last, urging the collaboratioy of the 
allied ex-service men's organization 
with former enemy organizations, had 
not met with the whole-hearted sup- 
port of the allies, He emphasized the 
legion’s snormous power for doing 
gvod by convincing the allies that the 
oniy way to secure the peace of the 
world was by agreement, co-operation 
and mutual good-will, and also by 
binding the empire togsther by 4 
chain of mutual good-will and under- 
standing. 

Farl Haig mentioned that there 
had been an increase of 103 branches 
in the legion, which isnowthe larg- 
est non-party organization in the 
¢ountry. 

Amid great cheering Prince Arthur 
of Connaught presented Earl Halg 
with the legion’s royal charter. 

Viscount Jellicoe stated that he 
would devote himself to helping tha, 
class of immigration who was will- 
ing to work on the land. It was a 
class for which there was every op- 
portunity. 


MAJOR-GEN. MORRISON 
BURIED WITH HONORS 


OTTAWA, May 3!—The country 
ond city’s farewell to the famous war 
commander, Major-General Sir Ed- 
ward Morrison at his funeral here 
Saturday afternoon was as touching 
as it was impressive. Citizens and so'- 
diers from all walks of life, took part 
in the procession or lined the route of 
march. Cabinet ministers. generals, 
private individuals and soldiers of th» 
rank and file, all joined ‘in paying 
homage to Sir Edward as a soldier 
and aman. It was the largest and 
most impressive military funeral that 
Ottawa has seen. :

~weneral at 3 o'clock, it was eix 
o'clock before it reached the grave- 
side at Beechwooi cemetory. There, 
the most impressive part of the fun- 
eral ceremony took place.

GOLD STANDARD 
IS EXPERIMENT 


Is Most Important Financial 


Event in Recert History | 


Says Meredith. 
CANADA SHOULD WAIT 


Dominion is Not Favorably 
Considered in British Finan- 
cial Circles. 


MONTREAL, May $1.-—"The re- 
turn of Great Britain to a free gold 
market constitutes one of the mest 
important financial events of recent 


years,” declared Sir Vincent Mere- 
dith, Bart., president of the Bank of 
Montreal, who has just returned from 
a visit to England and France, during 
an interview here today. 

“Viewed in a cold-blooded and ana- 
lytical sense, it is an experiment, No 
one can dogmatize and say what the 
result will be, There are those who 
vdvocate Canada foilowing Britain's 
lead una at once declaring herself on 
nu gold basis, but I am not once of 
them. I am strongly of the opinion 
that Canada should await the evolu- 
tion of the only true gold basis, viz., 
a less unfavorable balance of trade 
with the United States, or souw.e other 
ut present undisclosed condition 
which would render it safe and de- 
sirable for Canada to_take the risk. 

“From ray observation, I am sorry 
te find that Canada is not as popular 
in financial circles in London and 


avis .as was the.cece on my Jast vivit, 
the propaganda of disgruntled Grand 


‘Trunk shareholders, supported by fi- 
nancial and other newspapers, has 
created an unfavorable impression. 
“Pessimistic report- on general con- 
ditions in Canada, reaching England 
fiom this side, are to be deprecated 
as not being in the best interests of 
our country; in my opinion they have 
little basis in fact.” 


GOLD STANDARD 


U.S. Completes Arrangements 
for Transactions With Great 
Britain on New Basis. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.--Details 
of the plan by which United States 
financia! interests will support those 
of Britain ijn the maintenance of the 
gold standard in Britain were given 
to the public today for the first time 
by the federal reserve board. 

While there were actually two 
distinct transactions, one being the 
establishment of a direct credit of 
$100,000,000 to the British govern- 
ment by J. P. Morgan and Company, 
the reserve board's statement, which 
appears in the June issue of the fed- 
eral reserve bulletin, deals with the 
arrangement made between the bank 
of England and the New York Fed- 
erai Reserve Bank prior to the re- 
establishment of the gold standard 
and abolition of the ban on gold ex- 
ports from England. 

The board believes that the restor- 
ation of the gold standard will result 
in a limitation on exchange “fluctua- 
tion and will thereby remove or 
largely reduce, hazards to business 
transactions where cable transfers 
and exchange must be calculated.” 

Of the credit arrangement with the 
reserve banks, the board said: 

“Under ite arrangement with the 
Bank of Hngland, the Vederal Re- 
serve Bank of New York undertakes 
to sell gold on credit to the Bank of 
England from time to tims during 
the next two years, but not to ex- 
ceed $200,000,000 onternndlig at any 
one time. The credit is to bear in- 
terest to the extent that it is actually 
used. Upon the purchase of gold the 
Bank of England will place on its 
books to the credit of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York an equiv- 
alent déposit in pounds sterling. 
“If the occasion arises for the use 
of this credit, support can be given 
to sterling exchange either through 
the purchase of sterling bills in New 
York or abroad, or gold can be ship- 
ped to other countries on British ac- 

unt, Thus the Bank of England 
could meet a foreign demand for gold 
without reducing its own reserves, or 
it could replenish its reserves by 
withdrawing gold from this country 
or by ear-marking it in New York.”

Riaht 
Hon. Arthur Metghen, leader of the 
Oppoaition, will by special arrangement 
jwith the gévernment, move a resolu- 
ition which has been standing tn his 
name on the order paper since the be 
ginning of the session. The resolution 
states that in the opinion of the house 
there should be “an tmmediate revi- 
sion of the Canadian tariff on a defin- 
ftely and conaistentiy protective basis.” 
It states that such revision ahould ap- 
ply to natural products and manufac 
tured geods, that steps should be taken 
to conserve for Canadian deve,opment 
resources of material and power, and 
that no emptre preference rhould be 
given at the expense of the Canadian 
worker. 

Mr. Meighen wi'l bring the matter 
before the house by moving the reso- 
lution on a motion to go Into commit. 
tee of supply. He will be followed by 
other epeakers from the Conservative 
party, and although the debate will 
probably not be carried to a division 
it will likely last throughout the after- 
noon and evening sittings. It is wtated

SOLDIER SETTLERS 


CALGARY, Alta,, May 31-—Declar- 
ing that land in Alberta was being sold 
to new settlers at a much cheaper 
price than to returned soldicrs who 
took advantage of the Soldier Land 
Settlement act, members of the Al- 
bertaw provincial command of the G. W. 
Vv. A. went on record Sunday as being 
in favor of full measures of relief for 
soldier settlors, either by re-valuation 
of land, stock and equipment, or by 
walving of interest, It was claimed 
that a large number of soldier settlers 
never will be able to pay the pcevern- 
ment the principal, or even the Inter- 
eut-on their holdings, and that 1 the 
government can afford to sell land to 
new settlers as cheaply as thoy are re-

A UNITED FRANCE. 

If German money and influence and direction 
ia behind the war in Morocco, as has been claimed, 
Berlin will get little satisfaction from the vote in 
the Chamber of Deputies at Paris on Friday. The 
Painleve Government was solidly supported b) 
all parties save the Communists who are out to 
wreck all governments. The vote should stabilize 
polities in France and French prestige 
abroad, That is a result of moment to Europe and 
to the world. What happens to the Riff tribes 
men is of little consequence as against the weak- 
ening of French influence in European affairs. 
Friday’s vote means that French foreign poliey 
is supported by a united country, whether im 
Africa or on the Rhine. 


A SUBSIDY FOR PRODUCTION. 

Sir William Petersen caleu)ates that the sub 
sidy asked for, £275,000 per year, would pay the 
cost of his proposed ships in the course of ten 
years. Briefly the scheme seems to be that the 
Joevernment shall guarantee the cost of the ves- 
sels and the company will take the chance of 
being able to make running expenses at freight 
rates fixed by the Ministers. As Sir William also 
says he is willing to operate without any subsid3 
if the rates are ni set at unprofitable level, the 
proposal is that the Government shall pay in sub- 
sidies any loss that is involved if rates are cut 
below that mark as a means of encouraging pro- 
duction and export trade. The bonus to the 
shipping company, that is to say, would be in- 
directly a bonus to agriculture and manufacturing 
enterprises, since it would be paid as compensa- 
tion for artificially favorable ocean rates on the 
exported products of the farms and factories.

PROTECTING THE GUEST. 

A court of Vancouver has decided {hat the 
driver of an automobile is responsible for injuries 
sustained by guests whom he has invited to ride 
with him. That seems to be a poor reward for 
hospitality. But until many drivers of cars cul- 
tivate better manners that is the only view the 
law can take that will afford the guest any rea 
sonable security. Who has not been invited to 
ride with some ane wl.o proceeded to ‘‘entertain”’ 
him by stepping on the gas and swirling around” 
corners at the peril of his life and limb? The un 
fortunate guest in such cireumstanees is help 
less. He discovers too late that there is a fool at 
the wheel, but unless he chooses to clout his host 
over the head with a wrench and take charge 
of the machine-there is little he can do in self- 
defence. If the ruling of the Vancouver court is 
accepted generally it may help to teach the irre- 
sponsible driver that when he holds tke lives of 
other people in hand he must exercise cominon 
sense, 


ALBERTA VITALLY INTERESTED. 

Dr. Grisdale, Federal Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture, emphasized before the ocean rates 
committee the importance of securing cheaper 
transport of Canidian cattle to Britain. The 
present rate is $20 per head. Formerly $7 per head 
was the charge. Allowing for the changes in 
prices, which affect the operation of steamships 
as of all other commercial undertakings, it 
probably not possible to establish any rate resem- 
bling that minimum of bygone years. But it is 
difficult to believe that the shipping companies

need now almost three times the amount they 
formerly required to carry a_ steer across the 
ocean. 

It is claimed that a $15 rate would give the 


Canadian producer a chance to compete with 
oversea rivals in the British market, and to make 
a fair profit on the export of live cattle. If so, 
no part of Canada would benefit so largely from 
the reduction as Alberta. This province ws dis 
tinetly a cattle country, and because it is farther 
from the British market Jow fre'zht rates are 
more important to the farmers of this province 
than to those of provinces lying nearer to the At- 
lantic seaboard. ~ 
THE SUSPENDED SESSION. 
When the members of the Legislature are to 
be called together to complete the adjourned ses- 
sion is not yet announced. The impression seems 
to be gaining strength in many quarters that 
they will not be called together at all if the Gov 
ernment can find authority or precedent for 
changing the adjourriment into prorogation; and 
that otherwise they will only meet to part again. 
The redistribution committee is not making 
any new speed records in the preparation of the 
projected bill for cutting down the number of 
constituencies and otherwise overhauling tha 
political map of the province. The Premier is 
still at Ottawa or elsewhere in the east, doing no- 
hody knows what about railways and the natural 
resources and*with little prospect of having any 
thing important to report at an early date. There 
is not in the circumstances any pressing reason 
why the legislators should be called in from the 
hay fields and the summer fallows, unless a brief 
Visit to the Capita! should be necessary to form 
ally end the session. And the insurreetionary 
disposition of some of the U.F.A. members when 
they were here was not such as to make the Min- 
istera want to hear any more from them up til 
they have to.

It is quite possible to over-estimate the harm 
that can be done by criticism of this kind. It 
carries influence mainly among people who—like 
the writers of the letters—have formed a mis- 
taken impression of this country and who if they 
came here would probably be also dissatisfied with 
‘the actualitics. Canada is better off without 
people who if they were here would wish that 
they were somewhere eise. It has suffered more 
in the past because people cam: expecting to find 
ready-made fortunes awaiting them than because 
others who would have expected unreasonable 
things did not come. It is safe to assume that 
anyone who is dissuaded by this kind of publicity, 
or propaganda, would be a doubtful success as a 
settler in Canada. The people who suceeed in 
Canada are those who come here expecting to find 
things ‘‘different,’' and hoping to find them differ- 
ent. It is because ‘‘things are different’’ .that 
Canada is a land of opportunity to those who 
ere unable to make headway under the conditions 
prevailing in the highly developed and densely 
crowded British Isles. 


THE QUEBEC HARBOR VOTE. 

Canada can on!+ prosper iv and in proportion 
as it builds up a foreign demand for farm pro- 
duets and other saleable commodities which we 
produce in surplus quantities. We cannot. build 
up foreign trade without harbor facilities to ac- 
commodate the vessels which ply to and from our 
ports. Harbor facilities cannot be provided with- 
cut spending money, and spending it in large 
umounts. Under most Governments, of both 
parties, the Dominion has pursued a fairly ag- 
gressive policy of harbor improvement, mainly 
confined to the Atlantic coast for the reason that 
it is beyond that ocean that the greatest oppor- 
tunity has existed for selling Canadian products. 
Montreal has been equipped with docks, elevators 
and warehouses on a tremendous scale, and at a 
tremendous cost, and by general consent the 
money has been well invested. Sir Robert Bor- 
den undertook to make a corréspondingly large 
development of the shipping facilities of Halifax, 
and there has been no serious complaint about 
that. The King Government proposes to spend 
five million dollars in the further improvement 
of the harbor at Quebec. The Conservatives and 
Progressives united in Parliament to oppose the 
vote, on the ground that times are hard and 
money scarce, 

The demand for economy is of course good 
argument if it is shown that the expenditure is 
not required and would not bring a compensating 
gain in cémmercial, industrial and agricultural 
development. But it is not good argument if 
there is in prospect an increase of trade which 
will make the added equipment necessary or 
economically sound. And if there is not in pro- 
spect an increase in foreign trade which will 
justify a continuance of the policy of harbor 
improvement the Dominion is m for a period of 
stagnation. 

The provision of adequate facilities at Quebec 
is a matter of concern to western Canada, and to 
the country at large, because that city is the 
point where the National Transcontinental first 
touches tide water. That railway was built to 
give a highway for western grain and other pro- 
ducts to the Atlantic, a highway so constructed 
that heavy trains could he handled and the 
ireight cost thus kept down to the minimum. That 
original conception was tampered with by a\suc- 
ceeding administration, and for the sake of 
cheaper construction steeper grades were created 
than were intended. The railway is therefore 
less useful than it was planned tobe. But it is in 
existence, and the grades can be reduced and the 
road made available for the handling of traffic at 
minimum rates. If the Government have in mind 
the restoration of the National Transcontinental 
end the conditioning of that railway for the pur- 
pose for whieh it was built, the improvement of 
the harbor facilities at Quebec is a logical and 
necessary complement to that policy. 

Montreal in the busy season does not and could 
not handle the flow of grain eastward from the 
prairies. The bulk of the castward moving crop 
goes to United States ports. If by providing 
facilities at Quebec and adapting the National 
JYranscontinental to the essential object of its 
creation a part of this lost traffic ean be kept in 
Canadian channels and made to assist in the up- 
building of a Canadian port, chat surely is an 
undertaking which should have the support of 
members of Parliament who claim to represent 
the interests of prairie farmers, and of those also 
who claim to be particularly anxious to develop 
Canadian interests rather than contribute to the 
prosperity of those of the United States.

Efforts Made 

The efforts that have been made to 
secure a continuance of the federal 
grants for highway work will be re- 
viewed, and the results that have 
been achieved in Cunada and the 
United States through this assistance 
will be set forth, with suggestions 
for the future work in this direction.
